In the run up to fireworks 
night we do work closely 
with police to ensure 
everyone can enjoy the 
festivities and stay safe. 

This involves visiting 
retailers selling fireworks 
to ensure they are storing 
them correctly and 
operating a 'challenge 25' 
system so that anyone 
looking under the age of 25 
will be asked to provide ID 
before a sale is made. 

At the same time there's 
a greater police presence 
on the streets with 


patrols at peak times in 
town centres and other 
key locations by special 
constables and cadets. We 
generally urge residents to 
attend organised displays 
wherever possible and 
to be considerate of their 
neighbours, pets and 
wildlife if having fireworks 
at home. However, where 
there is evidence of 
dangerous or anti-social 
behaviour involving 
fireworks, we would urge 
people to call their local 
safer neighbourhoods team 
or in an emergency call 999.

TE SCO’s new flagship store opens 
in Woolwich on Monday (November 
26), and more than 260 people - 
many of whom have been jobless for 
years - are all set to get back into 
the world of work and become part 
of the 400-strong workforce. 

It’s due to a regeneration partnership 
between the supermarket chain and the 
royal borough.

Locals give 
their views 
on NHS trust 
shake-up 

by Dick Townsend-Smith 


CONCERNED Greenwich 
residents quizzed health officials 
to find out more about plans to 
restructure local health services. 

Around 50 residents came to the first 
of five public meetings where people 
can ask about the recommendations to 
help solve the financial crisis affecting 
the South London Healthcare Trust. 

Local concern centres around the 
shake-up of Lewisham A&E and the 
transfer of some A&E services to the 
Queen Elizabeth hospital in Woolwich. 

The meeting was last Tuesday at 
the West Greenwich Community 
Centre on Greenwich High Road. 
Matthew Kershaw, the trust special 
administrator appointed by the 
government to make recommendations 
about its future, said: “The trust is 
losing more than £lmillion a week, 
and ultimately this will have an 
impact on the clinical care services 
it can provide. We believe a change 
is required - the status quo is not an 
option.” 

The meeting heard that south London 
was the most ‘financially challenged’ 
trust in the NHS and had overspent 
by £65million in the last financial year 
- the equivalent of about 12,000 hip 
replacement operations. Mr Kershaw 
added: “Money is being unfairly and 
inappropriately drawn from other 
areas of the NHS and therefore drastic 
action is needed to quickly fix this 
very seriously problem.” 

The changes suggested include 
merging Queen Elizabeth hospital 
with Lewisham hospital into a single 
organisation to deliver healthcare 
services for both boroughs from the 
two sites. Other recommendations 
include dissolving the trust so it can 
be managed by other organisations, 
and asking the Department of Health 
to write off its £207million debts. 

Residents voiced concerns about the 
impact of the changes being suggested 
on where care would be provided. 

They included mum-of-two Liz 
Griffiths, who lives near Greenwich 
rail station and has to use public 
transport to taker her son to Lewisham 
hospital. “We don’t have a car so 
public transport is a big issue for us 
and a lot of other people,” she said. 
“We just want to continue to use the 
same hospital we use now.” Dr Jane 
Fryer, the special administrator’s chief

medical advisor, told her: “We recognise that 
some people will have to travel further, and 
balancing that is a really challenging dilemma.” 

Frank Smith, 79, from Sidcup Road said: 
“Pensioners from this borough can’t get on 
buses until 9.30am anyway, and I think this 
is all an exercise that has already been pre- 
judged.” 

George Hallam, an economics lecturer at the 
University of Greenwich for 21 years said: “I 
brought 10 students with me so they could 
see an institution at work, and hopefully they 
have learned something. I may go to the other 
meetings, but I’ve had my say here today.” 

Other people were concerned by the level of 
money being spent on maintaining Private 


Finance Initiatives (PFIs) to fund hospitals. 
They cost the Trust £34million a year for 
Queen Elizabeth hospital. The new 
proposals include asking the Department 
of Health to help fund PFI building 
contracts. 

“Our focus is on proposals to make 
additional money available to the 
NHS,” Kershaw said. “The PFIs 
are legally-binding contracts and 
we’ve recommended what we 
think is the best answer to deal 
with the situation. The health 
service is not a business, and we 
have to use taxpayers’ money 
effectively and efficiently.”

Music hub 
service is 
launched 

A NEW 'Music Hub Service' has been launched. It's 
hoped the partnership with musical organisations 
and other councils will lead to more far- 
reaching music tuition in schools in Greenwich. 

The hub is working with local and regional 
partners which include Trinity Laban, the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra and The 02's British Music 
Experience. 

It aims to work with all schools in Greenwich, 
and is providing 50 tutors, and a variety of musical 
instruments including brass, strings and wind. 

Local groups the hub is supporting include two 
choirs, a samba band, and a street band. Work with 
the Bollywood Brass Band is being developed in 
music centres.

GREENWICH is the most improved 
London borough for people who have 
been able to give up smoking. 

Almost 1,800 smokers have kicked the 
habit over the last 12 months. 

The number of people still smoking is 
now down to less than one in five at 19 per 
cent - below the national average. 

Now a new campaign is set to start the 
new year to help smokers who want to 
quit. 

The new stop smoking campaign runs 
from next January to March, when a pop- 
up roadshow tours the borough calling in 
on five locations, including high streets 
and big supermarkets. It will be promoted 
with stories about locals who have 
managed to quit. 

It follows the Department of Health’s

OUTSTANDING in every way. That’s 
the verdict from school inspectors 
Ofsted on Hawksmoor primary in 
Bentham Road, Thamesmead.

CHARLTON Manor primary school 
has won a £1,000 cash prize for its 
dedication to recycling. 

It came first out of about 5,000 schools 
in a national competition run by the 
Co-op, and won the top prize. 

The children spent their lunchtimes 
collecting litter for recycling, as well as 
bringing cardboard, paper and printer 
cartridges from home into school for 
recycling. The idea was suggested by 
parent volunteer Pat Hunt, working 
with teacher Graham Smith. 

Graham leads on the school’s Green 
Council, where elected representatives 
from every class meet weekly to 
discuss environmental issues such as 
such as saving the school energy and 
water. 

He said:“The children really wanted 
to go for the award, and were thrilled 
and really happy when they won. 
The class reps fed back what was 
happening to their classes, and the 
whole school was involved. 

“The judges were impressed by 
Charlton Manor’s poster campaign to 
encourage the community to recycle, 
their lunchtime litter monitoring 
scheme and our Healthy Pickings tuck 
shop.” 

The school plans to use the £1,000 
prize money to buy an energy monitor 
which shows where energy savings 
are being made, a wind turbine for the 
roof, and a revamp for its wildlife area.

Record numbers 
making online 
e-applications 
for school places 
in the borough 


MORE and more families are 
applying for school places online. 

Latest figures for secondary school 
applications show that 77 per cent were 
made online compared to 68 per cent 
in 2011 and just 27 per cent in 2010. 

It means Royal Greenwich is much 
closer to meeting the government’s 80 
per cent target for online applications. 

The royal borough is one of the 
most improved local authorities for 
online applications and some other 
London authorities have been in 
contact to find out how it attracted 
so many more applications online. 

The London Grid for Learning, which 
co-ordinates London-wide applications 
carried out a survey of applicants and 
found 87 per cent of those surveyed 
found the online application process 
easy to use, convenient and stress free. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children’s services, 


said: “We have been running a major 
campaign over the summer and autumn 
months to get parents to apply online for 
school places, rather than completing a 
paper form, and it seems to have worked. 

“We normally get a higher percentage 
of primary online applications than 
secondary so we are hoping we will 
achieve the government’s target of 80 
per cent by the closing date of primary 
school applications on January 15.” 

The benefits of applying online are 
that families can get confirmation that 
their application has been successfully 
received. There is no risk of their 
application being lost or delayed in 
the post, and the online system is open 
24 hours a day, seven days a week. In 
addition, families can see the outcome 
of their application much sooner. 

Families with children born between 
September 1 2008 and August 31 2009 
need to make an application now for a 
place in a reception class for September.

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# “JOE was a flawed 
character,” says Johnny 
Green, nearly 10 years 
to the day since Clash 
frontman Joe Strummer’s 
untimely death from an undiagnosed 
heart condition. “He struggled at times 
to make sense of his own private life.” 

Johnny was the Clash’s road manager 
and confidant from 1977 until 1980. He 
was alongside the band as they made 
their ascent from London also-rans to 
the world-beating punks who would 
define a generation. 

“I liked all the early days because they 
were so chaotic,” Johnny told Scene. “At 
the time of London Calling we went to 
America three times in 12 months. That 
was when they were at their peak live. 
They never wanted a day off - they’d 
groan if it was a day off. They’d ask if 
we could fit a few more dates in. That 
was their energy and their vitality.” 

Life’s a bit quieter these days, and the 
boy from Chatham is the special guest 
at the Earl of Chatham for a charity 
night paying tribute to Joe Strummer 
on November 29. 

“One of my first jobs [with the Clash] 
was to make sure that any fan who 
wanted to meet them after the show got 
in. Fans would come in and say, ‘Can I 
have your autograph Mr Strummer?’ 
And he would say, ‘Well yeah, you can, 
but why would you want that? I’m not a 
star - what I do here isn’t that difficult. 
Why don’t you have a go at it yourself?’ 
He encouraged other people to develop 
themselves.” 

Johnny drove the band in a car, while 
fellow roadie, the Baker followed in a 
van with the gear. 

“Who was in the front seat? Always 
Mick Jones. He had a reputation in 
those days, and the others would laugh 
and call him a diva. It was like a group 
of unruly children. You forget how

young they were back then and I was 
three years older. I was the old man - 
mid-twenties. 

“They would be joshing, getting bored 
very easily, wanting to stop at the 
services to mess about and drink cups of 
tea. It wasn’t a wild rock ’n’ roll lifestyle. 

“They’d take it in turns to play music 
over the stereo, educating each other 
about new music they’d discovered. 
Always talking, reading the newspapers 
and swapping stories from the papers. It 
was a pretty interesting place to be.” 

Johnny went on to write a book about 
his time with the band, A Riot of Our 
Own, and he’s reading a passage from it 


and signing copies on the night. Johnny 
witnessed the inner workings of the 
Strummer-Jones song-writing machine. 

“It worked on affection and 
competition,” he said. “Like the best love 
affairs it could spark up with passion at 
times. It could spill over in any direction 
- it was strong emotions.” 

Clash hits and originals come from live 
band 48 Thrills, and Ray Gange, star of 
the Rude Boy film that documented the 
band, is also making an appearance at 
the Woolwich pub. 

“The film’s very natural,” Johnny said. 
“It was how life was. Me and the Baker 
went to the premiere in Berlin. The band 


refused to go. We were the stars for the 
night, and we relished it all the more. We 
flew on to Paris, met the band there, and 
all they wanted to know was what the 
film was like. ‘Fabulous,’ we said. ‘You 
should have gone. Too bad - hard luck!’ 

“When they finally saw it, it wasn’t 
quite what they’d wished for so they 
disassociated themselves with it right at 
the end. Thank god they made it, because 
there’s all that great footage.”

Stay warm for 
winter advice 

Free support for elderly and vulnerable 


A NEW campaign is being launched 
to protect elderly and vulnerable 
people as another winter sets in. 

Advice will be on offer on how to stay 
warm, and there will be support with 
paying winter fuel bills. 

Royal Greenwich’s ‘Stay Warm, Stay 
Safe’ campaign starts in December. Also 
on offer will be home visits to make sure 
people are warm and safe, and a benefit 
check by the council’s Welfare Rights 
Service. 

Experts will be available to check 
and set central heating programmers, 
install draught proofing and check loft 
insulation. Free room thermometers and 
blankets will also be available. 

People may be able to get a council grant 
to pay for a heating installation if they 
get certain benefits, such as Housing or 
Council Tax Benefit, or if someone lives 
with them who is aged under 16 or over 
60 or has a long-term illness or disability.

Bike theft 
hike prompts 
security fair 

THE increase in cycling in the 
borough has had the unfortunate 
knock-on effect of an increase in bike 
thefts. 

Police are urging bike users to be 
vigilant against thieves, and are 
tagging cycles for free on November 
28 at Cutty Sark Gardens. 

Officers working from a mobile 
police station at the Greenwich 
location will be stamping bikes with 
serial codes and marking them with 
special UV ink. 

The bikes can also be put on a 
national database which is accessible 
on the internet. 

PC Stephen Fegan told GT: “We’re 
seeing a decrease in the number of 
targeted thefts of expensive bikes, but 
an increase in thefts from bike stands 
in towns. 

“We recommend that cyclists spend 
10 per cent of the bike’s value on 
security. Use two locks - a coil and 
a D-lock, and keep the locks off the 
ground, which can be used to smash 
the lock against.” 

Cutty Sark Gardens and Woolwich 
town centre are areas where bikes are 
most at risk. 

Bikes are also tagged for free on 
Saturday mornings at Cycles UK on 
Creek Road, and at Discount Cycles 
on Trafalgar Road, Greenwich.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply?

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at

Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

fear into touch

CHILDREN in the borough 
were kicking fear into touch 
when they attended a martial 
arts danger awareness 
seminar. 

The two-day seminar at Pyramid 
Martial Arts School in Mellish 
Industrial Estate near Woolwich 
Dockyard washeld to teach 
children and their families how to 
be safe and recognise dangerous 
situations. 

Children were taught to recognise 
‘safe’ adults if they get into a 
situation by identifying safe adults 
from a picture if they were to get 
separated from the parents.

The martial arts centre decided to 
run the free seminars in order to 
share their expertise in self-defence 
with families in the area. 

Chief instructor Jamie Wood said: 
“Our aim for the children’s safety 
seminar was to provide parents and 
children of the local community 
the information and knowledge 
to acknowledge, respond and 
deal with potentially dangerous 
situations involving grown ups 
when they are out playing with 
friends or find themselves away 
from their parents. 

“If the children and parents took 
away one piece of information 
or physical response from the 
seminar, then what we set out to 
achieve has been a great success. 

I would like to thank the local 
schools, parents and the fantastic 
groups of children that attended 
and supported the safety awareness 
seminar.”

IT was a tale of two PBs for 
an Olympic hopeful from 
Eltham. 

Fourteen-year-old gymnast 
Ellis O’Reilly fought through 
the pain barrier to achieve a 
personal best, after injuring 
herself in the warm-up at a 
European competition.

Ellis was in the Czech Republic 
with six GB team-mates for the 
Olympic Hopefuls competition. 

The young gymnast came fifth 
overall with a score of 12.300, 
and the GB team were crowned 
champions at the contest in 
Liberec. 

Ellis later competed on the 
beam. The injury had worsened 
and the Eltham girl fell twice - 
but she fought on to finish. 

“I’ve been doing gymnastics 
since I was six,” she said. “My 
best event is the vault. I hope 
to go Rio in 2016, and to prepare 
I’ll be doing harder moves and 
making as much progress as I 
can. 

“The qualities you need to 
be an Olympic champion are 
determination, courage, and the 
will to never give up. I think I 
can do it.”
